Walter J. Tee Who Won the 
Championship of England in ’04 
Got Some Shabby Treatinent 


Travis tells the detailed 


Walter J. 


story of how he won the British 


championship of 1904 at Sandwich in 


the March issue of the American 
Golfer. It is a new and interesting 


contribution to our golfing literature. 


It had been known that Travis) was 
not received with any sociability by 
the championship managers at Sand- 
wich, but it had not been known he 
could not obtain a capable caddi¢ or 
that other Americans there had been 
snubbed. On the latter point Travis 
writes: 

“All through the atmosphere at 
Sandwich had been markedly frigid, 
and in sharp contrast to that of three 
years before when I was over there. 
On both occasions | had happened to 
be the American amateur champion. 
The only explanation which suggest- 
ed itself was that when we were there 
before we were not contestants. Then 
lots of attentions were showered up- 
on us, as at all other courses we vis- 
ited. 

“Could we now get any of the big 
men to play against us in practice? 
No! For the most: part we had to 
flock together, inside.and outside, and 
not a finger was lifted nor a single 
step taken by a soul to make us es. 
cape the uncomfortable feeling that 
we were pariahs.
